During the war. Great Britain borrowed billions of dollars from the 
I nivtd Stales, but it expended every dollar In the purchase of goods in that 
country, paying without protest the very high prices demanded In the States. 
'J ims the United States became inordinately prosperous ami wealthy while 
Britain was Impoverished. And Britain was obliged to do this, not for la r- 
selt alone, but to sustain France and her other sillies. But Britain did not 
com idti in. » ’ 

• The absurdity and inconsistency of the United States position is seen, 
however, itt that, while denouncing tin* British action In regard to crude rub 
her. proposals are now before the United Stales 'Government and Congress 
to adopt exactly the same principle In order to raise United States agriculture 
out of the doldrums. About 15 per cent, of United States [arm products are 
sold abroad. That is tile surplus of production over domestic consumption., 
To si*ll the entire crop, prices have *o go down to tho foreign level, and this 
level i.s frequently below the cost of production. Hence the farmers have 
suffered. 

As loug as foreign prices remain below United States cost of production, 
tin only way farming there can be made profitable is to sell no produce 
abroad. This means curtailed production tor the time b*ing. Just what the 
British brought about in tie* case of crude rubber. Unless some similar ac¬ 
tion is taken to curtail farm production in the United States to tho require¬ 
ments of the home market, the only other way to curtail production is for 
farming to continue unprofitable. it is proposed, therefore, that the United 
Stales should fix prices, but if tin* Government should do this, without the 
tateguards of the British plan, and thus make farming profitable, there would 
be increased, rather than decreased, production, and the problem of the rur* 
plus would become worse and worse. 

Man made a fatal blunder when lie undertook to interfere with the 
ec onomic law ot suppl) and demand and sought to restrict and regulate inter¬ 
im lional trade by the expedients of tariff walls. It lias resulted lit trouble 
and disaffection at home, and international ill-will abroad. Perhaps the 
League of Nations inquiry will result In some helpful suggestions, even 
though a complete solution may not be possible.

ply and the parts of Canada within 
which will be of- { which It shall be enforced. Regulations 

j be provided for an appeal \o the 
Dominion dairy and cold storage corn- 
may : mlssioncr from tho decision of a dairy 
- "^iproduco grader. For violations of 
regulations to bo made under the acf, 
a fin© of not more than $200 or not less 
or Imprisonment for not 
more than three months, may bo Im¬ 
posed. 

The specific regulations to bo made 
by the governor In council will, in all 
probability, be announced as noon as 
the act referred to above comes Into 
efTect. '

More of these 
trenclf silos arc being built every year 
and from all reports are a great suc¬ 
cess. 

In filling our silos we aim to cut the 
fcorn in short lengths, inch or less, and 
are careful to see that tho light and 
heavy portions of the corn are well 
distributed and packed. It Is false 
economy to try to save on the labor 
when It comes to tramping the silage.

Half of Farms In the Dominion 

According to a bullet hi of tho Do¬ 
minion bureau of statistics, out of 711,- 
OfO farms In Canada in 1921, 381,293 
reported the raising of wheat. This 
means that nearly 51 per cent, of the 
farms In the Dominion may be re¬ 
garded as being devoted to the raising 
of wheat ns a principal crop. Wheat 
took 20.270.070 acres of tho 39,20.7.981 
acres In grains of all kinds, and out 
of 49.680,683 acres In field crops of all 
kinds 


Pure Bred Cows Give a Profit of $200 

Per Year 

In Northern Ontario even as far 
back as tho transcontinental railway 
practically all the crops suitable for 
feeding dairy cattle do well. lied 
clover provides excellent summer pas- 
turo and winter hay, and such excel¬ 
lent silage crops ns sunflowers and a 
mixture of oats, peas and vetches give 
K°o\ yields with ordinary farm cul¬ 
tivation. These are tho main rough- 
age crops used at tho Kapuskaslng 
experimental station for the milking 
herd of about tweuty-flvo head of pure¬ 
bred und grade Ayrshires. From 
these foods with a grain ration the 
herd gave an average of about 7,000 
lbs. of milk testing about 4 per cent, 
of fat. Charging up the feed used at 
market prlcos and labor of attention 
on a cost basis the cows of pure breed¬ 
ing gave a profit of $200 and of grades 
$175 per head for the year.

Excepting under unusual conditions, 
an actual plague of rats in Western 
Canada Is regarded as Improbable, 
says Prof. Jackson. Deep snow traps 
the rata and unless he Is fortunately 
situated as to food and drink during 
the w Inter months, his numbers are 
greatly reduced. When food runs 
short, rats eat their young and often 
each other. 


But In eastern countries, 
even now, and from earliest times, the 
umbrella signified rank and power.
